The Washington correspondent for the New York World 


says that Woods' promotion is "regarded as an intend- 
ed punishment to General Miles for his disclosures con- 
cerning the lice transactions in the Philippines." "The 
World correspondent reminds us that Colonel Woods' 
was the originatoi of the system under w h i c h tons of rice 
much of it second class, was bought with army funds 
and sold at a profit to Filipino reconcentrados in certain 
provinces of the island of I;U-/.on. 
More than 20,000,00 


pounds of rice \\ere thus disposed of at a toal outlay of 
$.TOO,000 in commissary funds. It was claimed in defense 
of this plan that it was a charitable act made necessary 
by war and pestilence and that it,was intended to sell 
the rlro only at a price that \sould pay the expenses. But 


- this statement did not correspond with the fact that the 


system yielded a profit of neai ly $GG,000. 


On the clay that General Davis took command of the 


Philippines, he ordered the discontinuance of this prac- 
tice and as a result of'his investigations and his 01 ders, 
the sum of $60,000 representing certain profits, was paid 
over to the civil gmeinment.

IN DEFENSE OF LYNCHING 


A 


GEORGIA man has just caused something of a sen- 


sation by speaking at Chautauqua, N. Y., In defense 


of lynching. 
In his opinion lynching is a very suitable 


punishment for the crime \\-hich provokes it. He argues 
that ordinaly pumishment has no terrors for the negro 
and if he is to be controlled it must be by extraordinary 
measures. As long as the commission of the crime is pos- 
sible summary punishment will inevitably follow, he says: 


"Kxpeiience does not sustain this view. 
Education 


rather than severity of punishment checks crime. In old- 
en times a trifling theft or a misdeed now regarded as a 
mere misdemeanor was punishable by death and the most 
atrocious tortures were Inflicted upon those guilty of more 
serious ciimes. Tet these punishments had little restrain- 
ing effect. Familiarity with the gallows robbed it of much 
of its terror. 
Crime was in direct proportion to the sev- 


enty of the punishment. At the present time a few days 
Imprisonment or a small fine takes the place of the old 
death penalty and has been found as effective. 
Crime has 


diminished just as the punishment has decreased; not 
wholly on account of the decrease but rather as the result 
of changed conditions. The heavy punishments of former 
days are not responsible for the lessening of the present 


" crime."

Lynching is not necessary in the United States and 


Is a disgrace to the nation. To even claim that it is nec- 
essary is an admission of the failure of our form of gov- 
ernment. The laws of the country should be sufficient 
to meet all emergencies. If they are not they should be 
amended and then be properly enforced. But as long as 
the constitution is honored and recognized, let us not ad- 
mit that lynch law is necessary.
